The King,ſometimes happy when hee beard the pꝛophelle 
of Apollo,refurned home lad and ſozrowfull, and declared to 
bis wife the miſerable i unboppp fate of his daughter. Then 
they began lo lament and weep, and paſſed ober many dayes 
in great ſozrow. But now the time appzoached of Plycbes 
marriage,pzeparation was made, blacke tozxches were l/zh- 
ted, the pleaſant ſongs were turned into pittifell cries,the me- 
lodp of Hymeneus wes ended with deadly bowling, the maſd 
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that Gould be married did wipe „ At 
the family and people of the city weped likewiſe, and with 
great lamentation was o2datned a remiſſe time foz that dar.
